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Town 
buys 
bog 
for 
$95K

After a six year delay, the town 
has finally purchased 67 acres of 
the Shawsheen Avenue cranberry 
bog and abutting property on both 
sides of Route 129 

According to. Arthur Smith, 
chairman of the Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Commission, the water 
department purchased the land last 
Friday from the current owner, 
developer Jay Tighe and associates , 
for $95,000, The money was ap: 
propriated for the purpose of the 
land taking at a town meeting in 
1982. Smith said the land was not 
taken at that time because it became 
“impractical.” In the interim, the 
property was acquired by Tighe 
and his partners 

The previous owner had indicated 
that he wouldn't sell the land to the 
town, and an eminent domain 
taking could have become very, 
very expensive 

Commissioners have spent the 
better part of a year negotiating for 
the land and irying to reach an 
agreement that would satisfy all 
parties, according to Smith. They 
also had to make sure the taking 
was legal and the town would have 
clear title to the property 

“We consider it a big feather in 
our cap to capture this property," 
said Smith, adding that "we've been 
wishing to have this land for ten 
years.” 

The purchase gives the water 
department a third water resource 
area and creates over 100 acres of 
contiguous land tied to two 
Pumping stations in town. Smith 
said the purchase will also allow the 
town to protect its water aquifers 
by preventing further development 
in the immediate area. Smith noted 
that Lubbers Brook runs through 
the newly-acquired parcel. 

The water department has plans 
to locate a third water treatment 
plant on other property it owns off 
Shawsheen Avenue. Though Smith 
has talked to DEQE about the 
project, there are no state funds 
available for it at the present time.

Officials working to 
reinstate center project

Jay Donovan, chairman of the 
Wilmington Redevelopment Auth: 
ority, confirmed this week that the 
Town Center Project has been 
marked for deletion on the 
Massachusetts Dept. of Public 
Works errata sheet. However, said 
Donovan, it is expected the project 
will move ahead with both town 
officials and his board working 
hard to reinstate the project 

Donovan laid the blame for the 
resulting confusion at the feet of 
George Joseph, Director of the 
Capital Expenditures and Program 
Office of the DPW, who is retiring 
this month. For some unknown 
reason, Joseph had dropped the 
project from the priorities list 

Donovan told the Town Cricr, 
"Given where this project was, 
there was no reason for him to take 
it off the list, especially since the 
previous commissioner said we 
could. go ahead." 

DPW Commissioner Jane Garvey 
had sent a letter to selectmen Chair: 
man Jim Stewart in September 
indicating that the state's Highway 
Design Division was reviewing the 
town's Alternative Three. Garvey 
said a joint meeting would be called 
when the review was complete. To 
date, that meeting has,not been 
held. 

However, said Donovan, WRA 
consultant Bruce Campbell has 
becn working closely with DPW 
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Project Manager Tom Broderick 
and going over such things: as 
traffic flow in the town square area 
and cost estimates, Donovan him 
self has talked with other DPW

There was no doubt that William 
Fay was the man of the hour last

large crowd erupted in applause. 
Fay seemed to be thé popular 
choice not only: of most of the 
committee but of the various 
residents, teachers, and admin- 
istrators in the audience. 

Fay's closest competition was Dr 
Arthur Bettencourt, superintendent 
of Bolton/Stow, Bettencourt was 
the choice of committeemen Shir- 
ley Callan and James Demos 
Though Vahan Khachadoorian, 
superintendent of Millis, pre- 
viously had the unanimous support 
of all six members, he received no 
votes in the final round. Some said 
privately that Khachadoorian did 
not live up to expectations on his 
on-site visit. 

If supporting Bettencourt, De 
mos said he was impressed with the 
superintendent's present system 
which works, he said, “like a 
fine-tuned machine." He added he 
was disappointed that 
take additional profe 
in the past few years. 

Bridget Zukas, who was 
ponsible for adding Fay's name to 
the list of semi-finalists, explained 
that she was elected to vote "for the 
candidate who I perceive is the best 
candidate for Wilmington (and) 
what is best for kids in Wilmington 
is Mr. Fay." Thomas referred to 
Fay as "an exciting educator.” 

Fay himself was obviously pleas- 


ed with the committee's decision. 
After the half hour session, he told 
the Town Crier “I couldn't be 
happier. I feel like the phoenix 
that's risen from the ashes.” 

Fay had run for the same position 
in 1985 but was not considered a 
viable candidate because of his lack 
of certification. After applying to 
the state in July, Fay received his 
certification through a new pro- 
cedure last month, 

Supporters of Fay have praised 
his commitment to the system and 
to Wilmington children, Fay 
reinforced that commitment Wed- 
nesday when he said, “this is not 
just a school system; it's a 
community to me.” Fay expects to 
begin his new job as soon as a 
contract is worked out with the 
school board. 

Members of the Wilmington 
Home and School Association have 
closely monitored the selection 
process. They have been outspoken 
against Fay's candidacy trom the 
outset, largely because 0! his lack 
of central office expericnce and 
additional coursework.

Riverpark plan puts all 
buildings in N. Reading

As proponents of Riverpark 93 
off Concord Street reviewed a 
conceptual plan with the Wil- 
mington Planning Board Tuesday, 
members voiced concern with the 
location of some of the proposed 
office buildings 

Chairman Carole Hamilton told 
John Otsuki, Spaulding and Slye's 
assislant project manager, that at 
Icast one building should be located 
in Wilmington. The 80-acre site 
straddics the North Reading - 
Wilmington town line, Eleven 
acres are located in Wilmington, 
Hamilton said since her town would 
bear the brunt of the traffic, at least 
one “taxable building" should be 
located in Wilmington. Anything 
less would be viewed as a "slap" to 
the town, she said. There is also a 
possibility one building could be 
located in both towns, something 
one planner said would be a 
“nightmare” for the tax assessor. 

Proponents first submitted their 
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subdivision application two years 
ago. That application showed a 
trcatment plant on site. Since then, 
Spaulding and Slye has received 
approval to connect to the MWRA 
sewer in Reading, said Otsuki. 

Riverpark 93 will feature six or 
seven office buildings which are 
expected to be built over an eight 
year period. The project will be 
built at the southeast comer of the 
1-93/Concord Street Interchange 
and will be fully landscaped, 
according to Otsuki. 

The assistant project manager 
stated that proponents plan to 
improve Concord Street and put in 
three traffic signals to aid traffic 
flow by the 1-93 ramp and 
Fordham Road. He said he was 
working with the state and federal 
governments to get them to accept 
the plans. 

Town Engineer Harold Gillam 
noted that the state's only concern 
would be the ramp and whether 
traffic would back up on Rt. 93 
with a traffic signal there.

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Attorneys meet on appeal 
of Shawsheen River Estates 


A meeting was held last week to 
begin discussions and review a 
possible settlement of a neigh- 
borhood appeal against the Wil- 
mington Board of Appeals and the 
developer of Shawsheen River 
Estates. 

‘According to Howard Speicher, 
attorney for plaintiff Joseph Guzzo 
and 17 other ‘neighbors, prelim- 
inary discussions were held with 
lawyers representing developer Jay 
Tighe last Monday, but nothing has 
yet been agreed upon. Issues under 
discussion include access to the 220 
unit project, buffer zone, plans 
during the construction period, and 
the layout of the units, which range 


from single family homes to 
quadraplexcs. 

Speicher explained if the appeal 
isn't settled cither in or out of court 
before the spring, it would be 
“unlikely” that construction could 
begin. Speicher also pointed out 
that Tighe and other proponents 
have not fulfillsd 2 requirement of 
the Massachusetts Environmental 
Protection Agency to file a final 
Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR). 

"Until they do, they cannot go 
forward,” Speicher said. 

Last week, Chairman Jim Stewart 
of the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men told the Town Crier that Tighe 


had not gotten back to him on 
negotiation issues his board had 
raised. The issues were previously 
discussed in an executive session 
then reportedly forwarded to the 
proponents. Sclectmen have said 
that in order to have their support 
for a CDAG grant for infra- 
structure, the developer must be 
willing to negotiate with their 
board. Stewart said, too, that he had 
heard nothing further on the 
project's financing 

It has been said that once 
construction begins, the plan is to 
build cight units a month until the 
project is complete. 


Wedgewood Avenue 
plans under review

Developer Jay Tighe appeared 
before the Wilmington Planning 
Board Tuesday night to ask mem- 
bers to reverse their decision on his 
Wedgewood Avenue Extension 
project slated for Shawsheen Ave- 
nue. Following a public hearing 
December 6, the board denied the 
subdivision's definitive plan. 

Members told Tighe last night 
they had had no choice but to issue a 
denial since the board of health was 
not able to approve the plan without 
percolation tests. Testing, which is 
usually done year round to insure 
adequate septic systems, has been 
halted during the winter months. 

Tighe asked planners to re- 
consider their denial and to change 
it to’an approval with conditions. 
He said he needed the approval so 
he could finance his property. 

The board made no decision 
Tuesday, saying they needed to 
address certain issues first with 
other town officials. 

One of those issues had to do with 
Tighe's request for a waiver to re- 
duce the size of his proposed cul de

sac. Planners had denied the request 
December 6 saying it would be 
difficult for emergency vehicles 
and delivery trucks to turn around 
in a smaller area, Tighe said he 
would be willing to put in a 
standard size cul de sac but he was 
trying to save a vernal pond.as a 
“courtesy” to Conservation Admin- 
istrator Libby Sabounjian. 

“If you want this bigger it's no 
problem; we just fill in the vernal 
pond,” Tighe said. 

Though Chairman Carole Ham- 
ilton pointed out that “miscom- 
munication” may have led her 
board in the “wrong direction,” 
planners Dave Clark and John 
Garrett argued against setting a 
precedent in granting the waiver. 

Another issue concemed a right 
of way and ownership of abutting 
property.

James DeCarolis of Tewksbury, 
owner of Charles Place, part of the 
former Fred Roberts Estate, off 
Burlington Avenue, Wilmington, 
may not extend a sewer to Cedar 
Street. So he was informed by the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Commissioners on December 15. 

DeCarolis appeared before the 
Wilmington Planning Board on 
December 13 with revisions to his 
plan for the Charles Place. He told 
the board that, among other things 
he did not want to use Burlington 
Avenue for the route of the sewer 
he is planning. 

The sewers in Wilmington, 
existing and planned, are governed 
by a master plan, made back in the 
1950s. That master plan is based on 
the topography of the town. The 
result is that the sewers, present and 
future, show on a plan that can be 
described as a huge Christmas tree, 
with the trunk being the main sewer 
that flows through Wobum to Deer 
Island, Boston. 

The town may be said to be 
divided into "sections." High land, 
or not so high land, or other 
tcpographical features divide the 
sections, one from the other. 
Charles Place is in one such section, 
and Cedar Street is in an adjoining 
section. 

The only way a sewer may be 
constructed for Charles Place, is 
down Burlington Avenue, and into 
the main sewer at Floradale 
Avenuc, DeCarolis was told. 
Chairman Arthur Smith said that 
such a sewer would cost $250 
thousand,or maybe more, 

Smith also told DeCarolis that 
there is absolutely no possibility of 
the commissioners allowing sewers 
to be so constructed as to go 
through two sections. Smith 
happens to own land in which he 
would like to do that, but he cannot, 
he said. 

DeCarolis was told that a 
developer is suing the town over 
that issue. The suit is for the sum of 
$500 thousand, but the 
commissioncrs will not back down. 
Other developers are watching, 
anxious to join in similar suits, he 
said.

Water plant now 
slated for Feb. finish 


A discussion of the Sargent Water 
Station brought out glum remarks 
from the Wilmington Water & 
Sewer Commissioners on 
December 16. It now appears that 
the construction will not be 
completed until “the week of 
February 3rd" according to 
erigincer Bill Gagne, of Weston & 
Sampson. 

Chairman Arthur Smith blamed 
the prime contractor, the Puma 
Corporation. The contractor, he 
said "is not exercising his leverage 
to get the work done.” 

The paving and curbing are 
completed, the floculators and 
mixers (for the water) are in place 
and Reading Light connected the 
building wiring to the street wiring 
on December 15. But many "odds 
and bits" remain to be done, and 
Puma is "a week or two behind.” 

There will be no heat in the 
building it seems, until about 
December 22, and there will be a 
delay in the approval of the 10,000 
gallon oil tank. Delivery of a 
thousand gallons of oil will be 
permitted, but the tank may not be 
filled until the selectmen have 
approved the permit, and that after 
a public hearing. 

The Puma Company, registered 
in Maine, has had a change of 
officers, and perhaps of owners, 
the commissioners said. Arthur 
Smith asked the engineer to get a 
copy of the vote in that company, 
from the company clerk.

The Dukakis’ Administration Christmas present for 
1988 is increased fees and fines, just in time to put a 
Santa-sized dent in your seasonal pocketbook. 

So much for the Massachusetts Miracle. 

Now it's the Massachusetts Massacre, or as George 
Bush might say, the Massachusetts "Malaise". 

Any way you look at it, the little guy, who must live 
from pay check to pay check and stretch each dollar to 
make it to the end of the month, is the one being 
massacred. We're talking about the type of person who 
considers himself lucky when he can pay all the bills and 
still have a little left over for a modest ‘night out on the 
town’. 

Now taxes are no stranger to any resident of the Bay 
State, but apparently the sales tax, excise tax, meals tax, 
state income tax, and various fees and fines aren't high 
enough. The Duke, intent on balancing the budget on the 
backs of working men and women in the Bay State, is 
pushing his fees straight though the roof. 

It began in the spring with new fees and fines to the 
tune of $33 million, and was capped off recently with 
additional hikes ranging from undertaker licenses to how 
much we pay the registry for a license renewal. 

It is those registry fees that have captured most of the 
attention lately. A car registration will jump from $24 to 
$40, and and a class three drivers license will now cost 
you $35. The new registry fee schedule, all of which 
represents a big percentage increase, includes the 
following fees under our fiscal Christmas tree: 

* Moped Registration Fee, $20 

+ Vanity Plates, $50 

+ Certificate of Title, $50 

* Mass ID, $15 

+ Learner's Permit Application, $15 

+ License Appointments, $20 

Many people predict the fees are only a prelude of 
what the new year has in store. 

Barbara Anderson is the Executive Director of 
Citizens for Limited Taxation. In an interview on 
Monday, Anderson said, "Were expecting them to make 
an‘effort to get tax increases through.” Anderson said 
her organization may respond to new taxes with "a 
petition next fall to repeal the new tax increases, for the 
1990 ballot." 

Along with the average working man, many on 
Beacon Hill are less than supportive of the recent 'fee 
mania’, and how the budget crisis is being handled. 
Among them is State Rep. Geoff Beckwith, a member of 
the taxation committee. In an interview this week, 
Beckwith called the new registry fees "steep". 

Rep. Beckwith expressed frustration in the lack of a 
“good management plan" to deal with the ongoing budget 
crisis, and said that, "We have to do some serious cutting, 
but also be wise in where we cut.” 

And in case you're searching for just the right noun 
for all this budget madness, Barbara Anderson has it . 
"The word I use is budget Zoo Doo", said the CLT 
director. Anderson said she coined the phrase, oddly 
enough, at a seminar at the Kennedy School. The topic 
that day was how to recycle zoo animals’ excrement into 
fertilizer, 

Finally, for the most sobering news of all. Last week 
the insurance commissioner announced an eight percent 
decrease in auto insurance rates for 1989. That figures 
out to be $65 in.savings for the average driver. 

Now figure the new fees for a license and registration 
renewal. If both of these expire next year, a good chunk 
of your insurance savings just went back to the 
Commonwealth of Mass.

'‘Chrismons tree' relays 
true meaning of Christmas

With all the tinsel and bustle that 
comes with the commercialism of 
the Christmas holiday, we some- 
times need to be reminded what the 
true meaning of Christmas is, That 
is why Cindy Carson and her 
mother Sallic Carson of Tewksbury 
made a special Christmas tee 
called a Chrismons tree for the 
First Baptist Church on Andover 
Street in North Tewksbury. 


The term Chrismons is derived 
from the two words "Christ" and 
“monogram”. The term was 
adopted to designate the special 
omaments for the tree. 

The Chrismons ornaments were 
started by a Lutheran minister back 
about 1940, explained Carson. 

"Over the years, the ornaments 
have developed and they can repre- 
sent not only a monogram of 
Christ, but a sign, a symbol or a

combination of such figures. The 
only requirements are that the 
Chrismons ornament must be 
white, gold, and silver in color. 
But most importantly the theme 
must pertain to God and Jesus 
Christ,” said Carson, 

er mother Sallie Carson added 
that the ornaments may be given as 
| gifts, but cannot be bought or sold 
since they are handmade. Sallie 
also said that there is a tradition of 
putting the Creche under the tree 
but she didn't know how the custom 
started. 

Some of the ornaments on the 
Carson's tree are a variety of 
crosses. There is the Latin Cross 
which is the central figure of 
Christian faith. Another one is the 
Tau Cross with Serpent. This 
represents Moses’ staff. 

‘Other symbols on the omaments 
are the Chalice and the Wheat 
which symbolize the body and 
blood of Christ. The descending 
dove represents the Holy Spirit. 

There are also the monograms or 
letters on the Chrismons, as well. 
One is IHS, a familiar monogram 
which represents the first three 
letters of "Jesus" in Greek. Chi 
Rho are the first two letters of 
"Christ" in Greek and they are 
represented by X and P. 

"Some of the children were a 
little perplexed when they first saw 
the tree,” said Cindy, "but they 
became more interested after the 
omamenis were explained to them. 
Some of them even liked the 
Chrismons ornaments.” 

‘The whole point of the Chrismons 
tree according to Cindy is to make 
people understand that Christmas is 
about the birth of Christ and not 
about Santa Claus. 

"We woudn't even have 
Christmas if it weren't for the birth 
of Christ", said Cindy. “But you 
never know. Macy's might have 
come up with some holiday to 
promote more sales."

Tighe said that it's just a matter of 
getting things settled with the bank 
before the house is sold. 

McMenimen suggested that he 
draft a letter and have Tighe sign it 
and type it up on his stationery and 
submit it to the Board of Health.

Cancer patients have been given a 
big lift on their road to recovery by 
area realtors.

Major improvements set for 
New Hampshire ski season 


New Hampshire, historically a 
leader in the ski industry, is again 
on the move for the 1988-89 
season, Major improvements are 
planned for almost all member 
areas of the New Hampshire Ski 
Areas Association including new, 
expanded or regraded trails, new 
lifts, new and improved grooming 
equipment, increased snowmaking 
capacity and expanded base 
facilities. 

New Hampshire ski areas keep 
abreast of the latest technology. 
New lifis coming on line this season 
include a gondola at Loon 
Mountain, a high speed detachable 
quad at Waterville Valley, a quad at 
Gunstock, and two wiples - one 
servicing the new Learning Center 
at Attitash, and the other at state 
owned Mount Sunapee. Both the 
Dartmouth Skiway and Whaleback 
are also increasing their uphill 
capacity with the addition of new 
beginner lifts or tows. 

New Hampshire's increased 
uphill capacity is complimented by 
expanded terrain. New trails have 
been cut of renovations madg on 
old favorites at Attitash, Crotched, 
King Pinc, Loon, Sunapee, 
Waterville Valley, Whaleback and 
Wildcat, The new Learning Center 
at Attitash offers novice skiers a 
completely protected area, 

Crotched, New England's largest 
night skiing area, has added even 
more lights for the coming season, 
King Pines offers a new trail under 
the life line. Loon has added two 
short, bypass trail sections to 
alleviate congestion. Sunapee has 
extended two trails. Waterville 
Valley offers 30 new acres of 
terrain. Whaleback has added a new 
intermediate trail and 
reconstructed others and Wildcat 
has totally reconstructed the 
Wildkitton trail - a prime, 1.5 mile 
novice trail as well as adding 
snowmaking. 

With Ragged Mountain's 
installation of snowmaking this 
season, all of New Hampshire 's 
alpine ski arcas have snowmaking 
facilitics, with coverage ranging 
from 51 percent of available 
terrain to 100 percent. 

Reporting major increases to 
snowmaking capacity are Bretton 
Woods, where the number of 
gallons pumped per hour incrased 
from 60,000 to 120,000 and 
Crotched with a 30 percent increase 
in coverage. Also making 
improvements to their systems and 
increasing capacity are Loon, 
Sunapee, Temple and Waterville 


Valley. 
Cranmore, with the addition of 
three Piston Bully's and 


Whaleback, with the addition of a 
new groomerftiller, highlight the 
arcas that have made a major 


commitment to grooming for the 
upcoming season. 

Underscoring the popularity of 
New Hampshire skiing is the need 
for larger Skier Service Lodges. 
Crotched, Gunstock, King Ridge, 


Temple, Tenney, Waterville Valley 
and Wildcat all report major work 
in this area. Gunstock and King 
Ridge are completing new, 
expanded lodges this year. Tenney 
has remodeled and built its’ base 


Snowboarding making 


It's new, it's hot, and by most 
accounts, it's here to stay 
Snowboarding, once considered a 
fad, is making inroads into New 
Hampshire's ski areas with 
encouraging results. Twelve of the 
New Hampshire Ski Area 
Association's 21 alpine members 
permit snowboarding on at least 
some, if not all, of their terrain, 

According to Debi Byers, 
spokesperson for Tenney 
Mountain, snowboarding is a sport 
that's growing rapidly. "We had an 
overwhelming response to 
snowboarding when we began to 
allow it last season, It's developed 
tremendous new business here. 
We're convinced that it’s not a fad 
and that it will continue to grow.” 

Bob Martin, marketing director 
for King Ridge, agrees. "This will 
be our third season with 
snowboarding and we've seen the 
number of participants double each 
year.” 

Snowboarding has also brought a 
new group to the slopes of New 
Hampshire. Says Byers, "Many 
snowboarders don't ski, they surf 
out west in the summer and come 
east to New Hampshire to 
snowboard in the winter. 

As snowboarding catches on, 
skisrs are accepting the sport and 
realizing that it is compatible to 
skiing. The misconceptions about 
the sport are disappearing. Martin, 
a snowboarder himself, explains, 
"Snowboarding is thought of as a 
fast, out of control sport that cuts 
up the slopes. This isn't true. 
Boarders appear to be down a lot 
because the only way one can rest is 
by sitting or dropping to the knees. 
Snowboarders don't dig up the 
snow, either. Actually, just the 
opposite. Because of the flat, 
smooth design of the boards, 
boarders actually smooth out the 
snow.

Both Martin and Byers predict a 
bright future for snowboarding. "I 
hope,” says Martin, "that in a few 
years, snowboards are looked at as 
just another way to get down the 
mountain and have fun, I believe

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Her immediate family of 25 —

their children, “terrific, plucky, 
wonderful."’ 

Married almost 45 years, a 
Reading resident for 38, “Betty” 
is the mother we would all like to 
have. “I feel like Grandma 
Moses," she says, as she details 
each child’s history; alma 
mater; work; spouse; and 
children, all 11 of whom she 
teaches to bake ‘old-fashioned 
homemade" bread. 

“If you love to do something, 
you'll do it really well” was her 
“school marm” mother’s advice 
which she and Bill have followed 
with each of their own children. 

“Look at the little person 
who's developing,’ she says. 
“When you bring the baby home 
from the hospital, you wonder, 
what little character is going to 
come out of this tiny blob of 
flesh. As each of our children 
grew older, we asked, ‘Well, 
what do you really love to do? ' 

“Affirmation is more im- 
portant than anything else for a 
child. Affirm your children. Tell 
them once a day that they’re 
great or that you love them. Hug 
them. Give them a kiss.” 

Five boys, two girls, five 
married, two single. Graduates 
of St. Agnes elementary school, 


Reading High, Fairfield, 
Wentworth, Holy Cross, 

Institute of America, 
Westfield, Fitchburg, St. 
Michael’s. Teachers at every 
level, of the audio-visual, the 
industrial art, the special needs; 
an engineer; a Peace Corps 
veteran and computer 
technician; a chef and maitre 
d’; an actress. 

“T could study my art while I 
was right here in this house, and 
that was very important to me,” 
says Betty, who majored in 
commercial art at Massachu- 
setts College of Art, led toward 
that field by her mother and 
Alva Glidden, a Dorchester 
High School for Girls teacher. 

“We'd go into Boston to the 
YWCA to model clay,”’ says 
Betty. “‘She’d bring fresh 
bouquets of flowers for us to 
paint still lifes. She just went far 
beyond what she had to — she's 
93 and we've stayed in touch all 
these years.”” 

Dorchester High, Class of '39, 
motto: ‘Energize to your op- 
timum.”’ “I didn’t know how to 
spell either word, but I got their 
meaning,” she says. “Go to your 
potential and even beyond it.”” 

In 1958, while Betty was 
raising her family, Reading 
painter Thaddeus Klodnicki 
came into her life through a St.

“Bill will mind the 
babies.” 

He did and she did, every 
Saturday morning for four 
years, becoming a charter 
member of the Reading Art 
Association. 

“Betty, I don't see anything 
wrong with your composition,” 
the late Reading artist Elmer 
Rising told her about 10 years 
ago in the Maine accent she 
cleverly conveys. “If you'd like 
me to critique your work, I'd be 
happy to do that.’ And so she'd 
go to him every two or three 
paintings or so, and they'd talk 
art, ‘‘value,” depth.
